WHEREAS, Jordan served crime victims and was committed to justice while acting 10 

as an Assistant Commonwealth Attorney for Boone and Gallatin Counties. She was a 11 

member of the Boone and Gallatin Drug Court Committee and Northern Kentucky 12 

Human Trafficking Task Force. Jordan served the Commonwealth while working for 13 

Governor Matt Bevin's office. She most recently began working as an attorney for 14 

Reminger Co. in Lexington, Kentucky; and 15

principles in order to inform voters. She was passionately patriotic and fiercely 17 

conservative, and through her work in the political arena, many young people were 18 

introduced to the political process.
